Ellsberg Office Undamaged 
in Explosion at Center 


CAMBRIDGE. Mass., Oct 15 
(Reuters) — A bomb exploded 
early today In a Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology build- 
ing housing the Goverment- 
funded Center for International 
Studies. 

No one was in the four-story 
concrete building at the time 
and there were no injuries. The 
blast caused extensive damage 
to the third and fourth floors. 

Dr. Daniel Ellsberg, a part- 
time associate at the center 
whp has said he turned over 
the Pentagon papers to the 
American press, has an office 
on the fourth floor. His office 
was not damaged. 

Warning Received 


i According to the authorities, 
13 minutes before the blast oc- 
curred in a fourth-floor women's 
I rest room a woman caller tele- 
phoned the institute and told a 
switchboard operator that a 
bomb was going to go off. 

While the police were on the 
way to the campus, the blast 
rocked the Grover M. Hermann 
Building on the east end of the 


campus. 

The force of the explosion 
knocked down a wood and glass 
partition * across the hall from 
the rest room and tore down 
acoustical ceiling tiles in about 
half a dozen offices in the im- 
mediate area on the fourth 
floor.

The Center for Intematfonal 
Studies, which receives Govern- 
ment grants, occupies space on 
the floor. The building also 
houses classrooms for political 
science, economics and manage- 
ment. 

A spokesman for M.I.T. said 
that the school had received a 
number of bomb threats in 
recent years. Today’s explosion, 
he said, was the first time a 
bomb had gone off on the 
campus. 

Harvard Blast Recalled

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct 15 
— Ralph Garrett, a state fire 
marshal, today described fire 
bomb as either dynamite or 
black powder in a pipe. He 
said the device was similar to 
one that damaged Harvard 
University's Center for Inter- 
national Affairs last Oct. 14. 

I A women’s group called the 
Proud Eagle Tribe claimed 
credit for that explosion. 
Today’s explosion occurred 


one year and one day af$er 
the Harvard blast 
M.I.T.’s Center for Interna- 
tional Studies was set up with 
Central Intelligence Agency 
funds in 1952 to study Eastern 
European Communism, but cut 
its ties to the agency in 1966. 
No classified research is cur- 
rently conducted there.
